Dear Srr,-—If the following astronomical pen 
sketch may meet wlth your approbation, you 
may insert (t { your well known and appreciated 
newspaper. However, I do not intend on the 
present occasion to culogise {ts mullifarfous 
merits, but confine mnyesit tom very brief des- 
ertpiton of the celeatlal concave on the morning 
ofthe 24th Ocfober at § o'clock, It must. bo 
noted, (hat tha following notes are impromptu, 
and hence the demerits of style, compoaltion, 
and go forth, must pass muster for want of time 
to convey tothe minds of the lover of astronomy, 
the lovely ecene depicted In the early morn, be- 
fora the glorions orb of day, which had nearly 
teached the crepuscullne or twilight circle, 
and shortlycelipsing by bis sap:rior effalgence 
tha feeble ‘ways of ‘he planets and stars, and 
even the waving moor. Having observed at 
§-a.ra, on the preceding morning that @ conjunc. 
tlon of the planet Jupiter and the moon would 
take place within 24 hours and a lunar ‘distance 
was ta be obtained between the sald bodies, 
Venus belng also within two degrees of Jupiter, 
T therefore measured the distance, and noted.the 
time, and left the altitudes to be calculated’ at 
lelsare, of which I will refer anov. However, 
the Transit Inatrament, which was act for Prime 
Vertical obserwatlons, belng at hand avd both 
planets also In Juxtaposttion, I concetved I could 
eccompilsh no less than three objects of a very 
pleasing nsture tna very short space-of tIme, viz, 
t take an altitude of Jupiter to check the computa.
